CHICAGO, March 8.—An eager throng 
crowded into Judge Tuthill’s court this 
morning to witness the closing scenes 
in the second trial of éx-Detective Dan- 
fel Coughlin for complicity in the as- 
sassination of Dr. Patrick Henry 
Cronin. ‘Tite pleas to the jury were 
concluded fast night, and as soon as 
court opened this morning the Judge 
begah rea@ing the charge. It was a 
very long @ocument. The instructions 
were mostly of a general nature, very 
few of the specific instructions asked 
by counsel being given. The charge 
dealt with instructions as to the form 
of a verdict. 
pied nearly an hour 
ana at its Conclusion, at 11 o’clock, four 
bailiffs were called up and sworn and 
given charge of the jury, which retired. 
Judge Tuthill then ordered the court- 
room cleared and the reluctant specta- 
tors were hustled out by the police. 
Coughlin Maintained his composure 
throughout the reading of the charge, 
and after the jury had retired moved 
over to’ where his wife and two child- 
ren sat and spent the time awaiting 
the return of the jury among the little 


ones,. comforting and reassuring the, 


distressed little mother.

A great and uproarious shout went 
up from the crowd in the courtroom. 
Confusion reigned. Hats were thrown 
in the air, handkerchiefs waved wildly, 
and cheer after cheer broke upon the 


-courtroom, and, as if by concert, every 
‘one made a rush for the door.

were all tremendously anxious to take 
the news to the immense crowds that 
were breathlessly waiting without. 
Judge Tuthill, his face aflame with 
the most expressive indignation at this 
breach of court etiquette, pounded vig- 
orously. In vain he demanded silence 
and the bailiffs vigorously pounded for 
order, but it took considerable time

subside. Thousands upon ‘thousands 
wiitéd on the outside for the news, 
and when it was made known a tre- 
mendous cheer rent the air and Drought 
fresh accessions to the excited throngs 
who vociferously gave cheer after 
cheer.. 

The face of the dig ex-detective, 
which was a livid white the moment 
bofore, was flushed to a deep scarlet 
as the wave of tumultuous joy. swept 
over him, when the pleasing ‘ words 
that freed him :were pronounced. Then 
there was a push that almost swept 
the happy man off his feet. News- 
paper men, old-time friends of his be- 
fora his troubles, were on hand in a 
body and nearly wrung his hand off.

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The Coughlin trial has been one of 
the most noteworthy in the criminal 
annals of the country. Like the former 
Cronin trial, it has been replete with 
sensations and of remarkabie duration. 
Daniel Coughlin, an ex-city detective, 
was charged with .complicity in the 
murder of Dr. P. HY Cronin, a prom- 
inent. Irish physician. Cronin was 
well known ‘in one faction of

Coughlin, Martin Burke and Patrick 
O’Sullivan were convicted of the mur- 
der and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment.

Dr. Cronin disappeared on the: even- 
ing of May 4, 1889. After a protracted 
search his body, mutilate® and decom- 
posed, was found in a catch-basin in 
the northern part of the city. In the 
same section of the city stands the 
little Carlson cottage, where the theory 
o the prosecution places the mur- 
er, 

In the present trial, after five weeks’ 
work, the jury was accepted on De- 
cember 5 last. Before the: jury was 
completed several sensations were 
sprung in the shape of charges against 
jurymen, and-three men who had been 
accepted were excused from: service. 
On December 11 the case was opened 
with the following jury: George P. 
Shay, Oscar P. Brooks, C. Holsman, 
Frank B. Lusk, O. S. Weinberger, 
Frederick G. Lane, Clark Bruce, Hiram 
Wadieigh, John F. Larson, Michael 
Comion, Alfred Wooard and Oscar 
Benson. Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torneys Bottum and Kickum Scanlan 
conducted the case for the State, with 
ex-Judge Wing and Attorney Dono- 
hoe for the defense. One of the most 
important witnesses to appear for the 
prosecution was Mrs. Andrew Foy, 
wife of a bricklayer.

Jealousy Led Miss Aldersley to 
Take Poison, 


Suspicious Incidents Connected. With

Arrival. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press, 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—Dr. 


‘James L. Leek, who, with Miss Alice 


Aldersiey, was found in an unconscious 
condition in the former’s apartments 
last Monday, suffering from the effects 
of poison, which proved fatal in the 
case of Miss Aldersley, recovered suffi- 
clently tonight to tell his side of the 
story to a Call reporter. Dr. Leek said 
that, on Saturday night, Miss Alder- 
sley accompanied him to the theater, 
and that, after leaving the theater, he 
purchased a bottle of cherry pectoral, 
and the pair went to his apartments, 
where they spent the night. During 
the following night, which they also 
spent together, Miss Aldersley got up 


‘and prepared a dose of cherry pectoral, 


which was partaken of by both. 
Shortly after the girl became uncon- 
scious, and, as she showed symptoms 
of fits, to which she was subject, Leek 
fot up and, securing a bottle of am- 
monia, attempted to restore her; but, 
while doing so he became unconscious 
also. Leek says Miss Aldersiey was 
in a delicate condition, and was in- 
sanely jealous of the lady to whom he 
was engaged to be married. 

W. K. Alderley, the father of the 
dead girl, insists that she did not com- 
mit suicide, and thinks that Dr. Leek’s 
iliness is a sham to keep Miss Alder- 
sley’s relatives from seeing’ him.

A GUARANTEE WANTED. 


The Cable Conference Adopts a Substitute 
for the Former Resolution. 
WELLINGTON (N. Z.,) March 8.—(By 
Australian Cable.) The postal and ca- 
_ble conference, after an animated dis- 


cussion today unanimously adopted a 
substitute for yesterday’s resolutions. 
in favor of a Pacific cable to America 
via Samoa, Fanning Island and Hon»o- 
lulu to Vancouver. The substitute pro- 
vides for representation in the project 
of the respective colonies whose repre- 


sentatives are asked to recommend 
their governments to ntee, with 
other countries interest for a period 


not to exceed fourteen years, 4 per 
cent. interest on a capital of £1,800,090 
to any company laying a Pacific cable. 
The tariff is not to exceed three shil- 
lings per word for ordinary telegrams 
between Great Britain and the colonics. 

During the course “of the debate which 
followed the introduction of a substi- 
tute, attention was drawn to the fact 
that, with the exception of Samoa and 
Honolulu, the cable would be exclu- 
sively on British territory. Didd warm- 
ly supported President Ward's motion, 
saying he had no sympathy with the 
proposal to extend the cable from New 


the French. The route of the new 
cable will be from Brisbane (Queense- 
land,) Australia, to .Ahdipara Bay, 
New Zealand, and from there to Apia, 
Samoa, thence to Fanning Island, con- 
tinuing, from there to the Sandwich 
Islands, and from that point to Van- 
couver, or from New Zealand to Apia, 
Fanning Island, thence to Vancouver.

SHED TEARS. 


A Wite-beater Makes a Show of Himself in 
Court. 

Charles A. Hess has been a soldier, 
in fact has worn the uniform of Uncle 
Sam both as an infantryman and as a 
member of the Marine Hospital Corps, 
but no one would have accused him cf 
bravery yesterday when he broke down 
and shed copious tears upon being ar- 
raigned in court upon a charge of bat- 
tery.

The young man 
replied that he was not seeking the 
company of Hess’s wife, but, on the 
contrary, was quite satisfied with that 
of her friend, the younger lady. The 
three were then about to depart when, 
without any warning, Hess struck his 
wife two heavy blows in the face, 
blacking her eyes and breaking one of 
her teeth. 

When asked to explain his conduct 
Fc made a great spectacle of himself, 
bellowing like a great calf and begging 
that his\ wife be sent to him that he 
might beg her pardon upon his knees.

changes. Even in the heart of Africa, 
which is even now being belted by 
steel, a civilization may soon spring up 
which shall be kindred with our own, 
and it will be the nucleus of new hopes 
and governmental reform for the whole 
dark continent.

IDEAS ON IMMIGRATION. 


The question of immigration continues 
to share. with the silver and tariff 
problems a large amount of the space 
in our Eastern contemporaries. The 
Independent of New York, which, 
while primarily a religious journal, 
has of late devoted much space to an 
intelligent discussion of non-religious 
subjects, recently printed an interest- 
ing symposium on the subject of im- 
migration, contributed by four experts 
who have made a special study of the 
subject. First among these is Joseph 
Senner, LL.D., United States Commis- 
sioner of Immigration. This gentle 
man considers that prohibition of im- 
migration would be an act of the 
greatest folly, but he believes that the 
government is acting wisely in exer- 
cising a wholesome discrimination 
against undesirable immigrants. When 
Dr. Senner says this he waives the 
main point, for we are not aware that 
there has been any demand worth 
mentioning for the absolute restric- 
tion of immigration. In fact such a 
measure would scarcely be practicable, 
even if it were desirable. What is de- 
sired is to keep out the idle, the vicious 
and the criminal, who not only do not 
produce wealth, but who even become 
a great expense to the country. Dr. 
Senrer thinks that there are plenty 
of public lands left for immigrants, 
and that if these were exhausted there 
is still a big demand for «help by 
farmers throughout the country. He 
also thinks that we need these immi- 
grants as consumers of our products. 
On this subject he says: 

“Not only to obtain menial service 
and manual labor to promot produc- 
tion is it evident that we, as producers, 
are still in need of immigrants, but 
our industries should welcome them as 
consumers. The time has passed when 
immigrants came to this country with 
carloads of ancestral household goods. 
Practical and expensive experience 
has taught foreigners the lesson that 
it is in no wise advisable to bring with 
them to this country their antique and 
clumsy domestic equipments, and to 
pay large sums for freight, only ta 
find out that the highly-cherished 
relics of their forefathers are not only 
practically useless but also a pernic- 
ious hindrance to desirable changes of 
residence. Of late the carpet- 

(as, in immigration slang, the new- 
comers are called who have so little 
baggage ‘that they can carry it on 
their backs or in their hands) have 
greatly increased in numbers; but it 
is by no means only the poor and 
migratory that now belong te that 
class, once looked upon with contempt 
but now admired as the most practi- 

. All immigrants save that small 
percentage, the ‘submerged,’ very 
soon become consumers. You need 
but to contrast the appearance of 
women and children at the time of 
landing with their appearance a few 
years later to appreciate the extent of 
their consumption.” 

Dr. Senner thinks the new law 
should be given a full and fair trial 
before any further restrictive legisla- 
tion is passed. He says it has worked 
admirably in casting upon the steam- 
ship companies the entire responsibtl- 
ity for the qualifications of their im- 
migrant passengers, and therehy pre- 
venting them from indulging recklessly 
or carelessly in a profitable traffic. It 
is furthermore furnishing our legisla- 
tors, for the first time in our his- 
tory, with a reliable basis for valua- 
ble statistical rk, the very foun- 
dation of soundNegislation. 

Gen. A. B. Nettleton, late Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, shows that, 
with the exception of an occasional 
doctrinaire, our people hold to the 
belief that every nation may right- 
fully determine for itself what classes 
of aliens shall be permitted to come 
within sits borders and share its pro- 
tection and its citizenship. The ex- 
ercise of this rightful power of dis- 
crimination becomes simply a question 
of practical statesmanship, within the 
linas of this limitation—that each na- 
tion ought to penmit the greatest free- 
dom of migration that is consistent 
with the highest welfare of its own 
people. The folowing class of aliens 
are absolutely debarred from landing 
in the United States, and, if landing 
through fraud or carelessness, they 
may be apprehended and returned to 
the country from whence they came: 

First—Persons under contract, ex- 
press or implied, to perform labor or 
service in this country, with certain 
exceptions, such as artists, members of 
professions, domestic servants, and 
Skilled artisans imported for emp*oy- 
ment in an industry not yet established 
in the United States. 

Second—Idiots. 

‘Third—Insane persons. 

Fourth—Paupers. 

Fifth—Persons likely to become a 
public charge. 

Sixth—Persons suffering from a 
loathsome or a dangerous contagious 
disease. (Tuberculosis has been officially 


construed to be a “dangerous conta- 


gious. disease.’’) : 

Séventh—Persons who have been con- 
victed of a felony or other infamous 
crime or misdemeanor involving 
‘moral turpitude.” (Just why this ad- 
jective “‘moral’’ shouldbe persistently 
wedded to turpitude throughout the 
entire body of our immigration laws 
is a riddie for Congress to solve.) 

P'ghth—Polygamists. 

Ninth—Persons whose passage is paid 
by other than relatives or family 
friends. 

Gen, Nettleton is of the opinion, from 


the study which he has made of the 


| 


question, that the republic is now 
suffering from, and is gravely threat- 
ened by a congestion of the alien ele- 
ment. That element is chiefly massed 
in ovr great cities, and under the 
operation of our suicidal naturalization 
laws it is thus politically in control of 
what we call our “centers of civiliza- 
tion.” We have been receiving for- 
eigners than it has been 
possible to dssimilate and transform 
them into safe American citizens. The 
recent change in the quality of this 
migratory flood has been distinctly for 
the worse in two respects—first, the 
proportion coming from the countries 
of Southern Europe has vastly in- 
creased; and, second, of those coming 
from Northern Europe a much larger 
percentage than ever before is drawn 
from the discontented, unprosperous 
and dangerous class of city populations, 
while the falling off has been chiefly 
in that most desirable element, the 
yeomanry or farming peasantry of 
Northern Europe, the sturdy srep- 
resentatives of which have hitherto 
peopled in such great numbers the fer- 
tile’ acres of our Western States. He 
Says that our naturalization laws ought 
to be so changed as to be uniform in 
the matter of granting the right of 
suffrage, and the required residence, 
coupled with completed naturalization 
prior to voting, should be in no case 
less than five years. The winnowing 
of intending emigrants by means of in- 
spection on the other side should be 
performed nearer to the sources of 
emigration by officers of the United 
States fully in sympathy with the pur- 
pose of our laws. A stop should: be 
put to the present practice of alien 
laborers, peddlers and ‘“‘fakirs’’ swarm- 
ing hither in the spring. from Italy and 
other Southern European’ countries, 
without families, without property, with 
no purpose of establishing honest and 
useful citizenship among us, and re- 
turning in the fall carrying their gains 
and earnings or stealings with them. 

The-next contributor to the discussion 


is Gen: “James “A. O’Beirne, late As- 


sistant United States Commissioner of 
Immigration. This gentleman 
takes a very serious view of the ques- 
tion. He says: 

“I wish I could arouse the American 
people, native born and adopted citi- 
zens, to a full appreciation of the pres- 
ent and near impending dangers which 
seem to me to threaten the future sta- 
bility of the republic, arising from im- 
migration. I wish I could get every 
voter, writer, thinker and legislator, 
every teacher, editor and preacher who 
loves this glorious, blessed and ad- 
mirable country to go and stand with 
me, as I have stood as an official, for 
three years past, at the place ‘where 
the gates swing inward,’ since the 
United States government wisely took 
charge of immigration.’’ 

In Pis opinion the law is too lax’ and 
slipshod, the machinery for close and 
individual examination too loose, and 
the performance of official duty too 
careless, indifferent and inefficterit, to 
prevent the ‘undesirable’ immigrant 
from landing on our shores. The pro- 
cess is more like that of census taking, 
only that it results in an unsatisfactory 
enumeration because founded on the 
mere statement of the interested im- 
migrant simply proving how many, of 
what sex, nationality, ett., have landed. 

Never until more time is taken for 
cautious, individual and detailed ex- 
amination can the laws ‘be enforced 
to keep out “undesirable’”” immigrants. 

Gen. O’Beirne estimates that of the 
immigration of late years the propor- 
tion of the undesirable element is more 
than three-fourths. This is a striking 
statement from a man who is well in- 
formed on the subject of which he 
writes. 

The last contributor to the sympo- 
sium is L. L. Baldwin, D.D., who de- 
votes most of his article to the subject 
of Chinese tmmigration, upon which 
subject most of the readers of The 
Times are at least as well if not bet- 
ter informed than Dr. Baldwin, for 
which reason it is not necessary to 
comment at ‘length upon his discussioh 
of the subject. 

Summing up these cpinions of men 
who are thoroughly informed on the 
subject of which they write, it will 
be seen that a large’ preponderance, of 
opinion is to the effect that the United 
States is in imminent danger by the 
continuance of the present policy in 
regard to immigration, and that more 
restrictive legislation is needed. This 
is certainly the opinion which has been 
arrived at by most patriotic and un- 
prejudiced Americans who have given 
any thought to the subject. Such being 
the case it would be well for 
Congress to take up the question 


seriously, with as little delay as 
possible, and endeavor to frame 
such legislation as will keep out 


the undesirable class of immigrants, 
while not shutting the gates to those 
who come here in good faith to build 
ap for themselves and families homes 
and become American citizens. The ar- 
gumeént advanced by one of the writers 
whose article is referred to above that 
we need more immigrants as laborers 
appears to be rather a peculiar one, in 
view of the fact that hundreds of thou- 
sands of men in this country are at 
preggent seeking in vain for work. 


BANNER WITH A STRANGE DEVICE.”’ 


Professional street paraders, appear- 
ing in the guise of unemployed work- 
ingmen, who go marching‘*on to the 
slogan of “On to Washington,” would 
help their cases and gain more public 
sympathy by dispensing with their 
red-and-black flags. The “banner with 
a strange device” is not recognized by 
law-abiding citizens, and its appearance 
on our streets looks too much like an 
imitation of thé red flag of the Chicago 
Anarchists—the. miscreants and mur- 
‘derers--of- thé - Fielden-Schwab-Neebe- 
Lingg-Parsons stripe.

sult. Let well-meaning workingmen 
beware of a journey to Washington 
under the advice of that wild-eyed

There has already 
been quite enough of this audacious 
business. of “living off the country” by

whose hearts are in the right place if 
their pockets are empty, will avoid 
fmitating the methods of the chronic 
tramp fraternity, and refuse to follow 
the behest of professional labor dema- 
gogues and tricksters, who lead on to 
nothing but disappointment, suffering 
and disaster. . 


THE SPIRIT OF LIBERTY. 


The Old World’s peoples are getting 
accustomed somewhat to American 
ways, yet doubtless they view with a 
feeling of incomprehension many things 
which are possible with us, yet wholly 
out of keeping with the order of things 
among themselves. It is a long step 
from being a ruler of one of the great- 
est nations of modern times—from the 
White House to the chair of the peda- 
gogue. Yet here it is one that is easily 
taken, and that, too, without any les- 
sening of popular respect or loss of 
social position. 

The grandest feature of republicanism 
is~that regards manhood; that it is 
not place or power that calls forth 
public admiration, but character which 
exalts men in popular esteem.

It matters not if he first opens his eyes 
upon poverty if his will and determina- 
tion are sufficiently strong to overcome 
the obstacles in his path the highest 
place may be his for the possibilities of 
his future are in his own hands, and 
the people will not question the accident 
of his birth. Americans admire self- 
made men, and generally such men are 
worthiest of our trust.

Routine Business ‘ra sacted by the Board 
Yesterdsy.

An agreement having been signed by 
twenty-six property-owners of Ca- 
huenga road. district, to the effect 
that they would subscribe cash and 
work to the extent of $105 toward 
grading and graveling the Sunset Bou- 
levard in their district, provided the 
county -would-. contribute the eame 
amount, #t was ordered, upon motion 
of Supervisor Hanly, that the sum of 
$100 tbe transferred from the general 
road fund to that of the Cahueng2 
road district, when said work shali 
have ‘been completed to ‘the satisfaction 
of the board.

Azusa Land ‘and Water Company's 
rates to March 22; opening of New 
River, to Tuesday next; report of view- 
ers of Ninth-street extension, at Glen- 
dale, to March 28 next. 


Worked on the Jury's Sympathy. 

Thomas Halloran, a_ well-dressed 
specimen of that class of'men whose 
means of living is sometimes so hard 
to determine, was on trial before Jus- 
tic€-Austin and a jury yesterday for 
the theft of a pair of shoes‘ from a 
Commercial-street store. This is the 
second time he has stood trial for the 
same offense, both times demanding a

TEMPLE STREET. 


Another Meeting of Interested 
-Property-owners. 


City Engineer Dockweiler Submitted a Modi- 
fied Grade, Which Was Indorsed by 
the Mceting—Proceedings to _ 
Be Abandoncd. 


Another meeting of property-owners 
interested in the proposed regrading of 
Temple street was held at Sand and 
Montreal streets last evening and was 
well attended. 8S. A. Waldron presided 
and B. W. Spears acted as secretary. 

City Engineer Dockweiler and Street 
Superintendent Watson, both of whoin 
are commissioners for the regrading 
proposed under the present proceedings, 
were present and Mr. Dockweller ex. 
hibited a profile of Temple street along 
the portion which it is expected to im- 
prove. 

He submitted for consideration a 
proposition by which the grade of Tem- 
ple street between Fremont avenue and 
Kuster avenue is to be lowered to 
where the surface of the street at pres- 
ent is. The grade from Grand avenue 
to Bunker Hill avenue is to be a rise 
of one foot toward the latter, while 
from Bunker Hill avenue to the east 
line of Fremont avenue the de is 
to be an even one of 6.6 per cent 
throughout. He said he thought the 
entire cost of the work, as far as Tem- 
ple street is concerned, will not eX-r 
ceed $25,000, that sum to cover.the grad- 
ing, the damages and all other ex- 
penses. 

The question was @iscussed, after 
which a motion was adopted asking 
Councilman Innes to present at the 
next meeting of the Council a motion 
to abandon the present proceedings for 
the Temple-street regrading. 

On motion, Hon. R. WN. Bulla, 

George Gebhard, John C. Dotter, Al- 
fred Day and B. W. Bartels were ap- 
pointed a committee to circulate a pe- 
tition among property-owners asking 
for the regrading of Temple street be- 
tween Grand avenue and Kuster ave- 
rue in the manner proposed by the 
City Engineer. 
Should Temple street be graded in 
this manner the cut at Bunker Hill 
avenue would be nine feet; at the east 
line of Hope street six feet, and at the 
west line of Hope street four feet. The 
fill at the east line of Flower street 
would be six feet and'‘at Pearl street 
eleven feet. 5 


That Wretched Word ‘‘Got.’* 
(Boston Transcript:) A friend wishes 
the ‘Listener’ to rebuke the use of 
the participle ‘“‘gotten,’’ which, he says, 
is increasing in hewspapers and mag- 
azines, and is in danger of crowding 
out the word ‘‘got.’’ The ‘‘Listener’”’ 
would be grieved to see the word “‘got- 
ten” prevail, because it seems to be 
used nowadays chiefly by people who 
have ignorantly got the impression 
that “got” is somehow improper and 
inelegant, and ought not to be used by 
those who try to speak and write well. 
Such persons’ use of the older parti- 
cirfe is an affectation, and is conse- 
quently offensive. At the same time it 
is not to be forgotten that the use 
of the one form or the other is a mat- 
ter of taste, and that “gotten” has the 
authority of the gramm=rians, if it 
has not the countenance of recent good 
writers. Richard Grant White is prob- 
ably fesponsible for the recept unpleas- 
ent irruption, so to speak, of “ - 
ten” in this country. He justified its 
uSe in several elaborate pages, and de- 
clared that, logically, “I got it” is as 
bad as “I done it.” But Mr. White, 
like most other grammarians, was a 
narrow-minded man and too fond of 
his Hnguistic square and compass to 
be a really good authority on our noble 
English language, which is made and

The Curious Origt of Woman's Right to 
Propose in Leap Year.

Soak this in water until all wet 
through and then, with the aid of an- 
other person, twist it tightly, each in 
an opposite direction, until it is im- 
possible to twist any more. Put it 
aside to dry in this condition, and let 
it lie for several days. When shaken 
out it will be beautifully crinkled, and 
when worn it will adjust itself to the 
lines of the figure in a charming way. 

A space large enough: for the head 
should be left at the top and buttons 
should secure it on the shoulders, the 
extra length falling at the sides in the 
form of long Greek sleeves. Ribbons 
cercssed over the breast and around the 
waist fasten it in place, and loops and 
folds may be arranged in any way de-. 
sired, until it is of comfortable watlk- 
ing length. 

There are so many lovely shades of 
cheege cloth now that a bevy of giris 
dressed in this way in the different 
colors would present an effective ap- 
pearance, and the expense of the cos- 
tumes would be very small.

The Champion Tells How 
to Fight. 


How He Conceived and Developed 


His Method. 


The Half-arm Style of Fighting Gets 
There Quicker. 


He Gives a Few Reminiscences of His Life at 
_ Mayport and Thinks Training 
Should Be Made En- 
joyable. 


[From a Special Contributor, Copyright, 1894. ] 

Training is not half so unpleasant 
Ss most people imagine it to be. That 
“Wuch I am anxious to insist upon at 
the very beginning. Fighting is not 
particularly unpleasant, . either—when 
you win. The editor has been kind 
enough to ask me to write down here 
how I train and how I fight. It would 
be hard to do that in the brief limits of 
a newspaper article, yet I hope to be 
able to tell enough here to encourage 
those who read it to try the benefits 
of a little training. It is pleasant to 
take and it benefits a man—more than 
a dozen doctors. If I were to give up 
boxing forever I should still take a 
course of thorough conditioning once 
in a year or so, just for the pleasure 
of the thing and its beneficial influence 
on the health. 

To begin with, the methods of train- 
ing as well as boxing have changed 
vastly since the ancient Mr. Figg be- 
gan to teach the manly art of seif- 
defense. The old London prize-ring 
rules, under which men fought bare- 
handed on the turf, have practically 
fallen- into disuse. They should never 
be revived, for they encourage brutal- 
ity. Under those rules a game man was 
virtually knocked out half a dozen 
times before he was so beaten that he 
could not come to time at the end of 
one minute’s rest. Under the Queens- 
berry rules which now govern cham- 
Pionship battles, the man who is 
knocked down must be up and fighting 
within ten seconds or he loses the con- 
test. This is merciful to the conquered, 
and it does not prevent the best man 
from winning. A great many followers 
of the old system complain that under 
modern rules the inferior fighter may 
win with a ‘‘chance blow.’ It seems 
to me that there is nothing haphazard 
about it when two trained athletes meet 
in the ring. Each knows what the 
other is trying to do to him, and it is. 
his business to take care of himself.-It: 
is folly to talk about “chance blows.” 

They say that Mr. Cook, who coaches 
the Yale crew, believes his men work 
best when they are most comfortable. 
It is the same way in training for a 
fight. The more comfortable the boxer 
is the better work he can do, and the 
better his conddition will be on the 
day of the fight. For that reason l 
prefer to do my training beside the 
ocean. A swim is always a luxury to a 
healthy person, and acubiy so to an 
athlete who has been working hard 
for an hour or two. Then there is some- 
thing restful in being by the ocean. 
The sea always has something new to 
show. It will be many years before I 
forget the evenings at Mayport. We 
used to sit on the veranda after supper 
and watch the fishing boats with their 
shining lanterns. When there was 
moonlight the scene was like a bit of 
fairyland. The long, smooth, white 
beach, the waving green palms that 
seemed black in the thin light,’ and an 
occasional flapping sail made a charme 
ing picture. Such things add to the 
luxury of training. Wehn the nerves 
have been irritated by a very hard 
day’s work, an hour in the midst of 
such a scene as I have mentioned will 
send a man. to sleep like a baby. It 
does him a wonderful amount of good 
in his preparation for the ring. 

All my training for the recent contest. 
at Jacksonville was done as carefully 
as possible. I expected to go through 
swenty rounds with Mitchell, and I 
tried to put myself in good enough con- 
dition to fight all day if necessary.

Besides 
the exercises meniioned above I used 


a wrist machine every day. This is a 
long wooden shaft. As you turn it 
(using none bu wrist power) it 


hoists a weight that can be increased 
or lessened at will. This is a fine way 
to strengthen the wrists. The good 
effects derived from playing handball 
would fill a book. It is splendid work 
for a boxer. Not only does it exer- 
cise every muscle from his scalp to 
his heels, but it gives him good judg- 
ment of distance, cultivates quickness 
of. the eye and teaches him how to 
dart either hand exactly where he 
wants it at precisely the right moment. 
And there's exercise enough in it to tire 
a Rocky mapa ram. I slept nine 
hours every night. 

No two ion Sant alike. Indeed, if 
one teacher should instruct a class of 
twenty men, and they could see no 
style of boxing but his, they would all 
use different tactics at the end of a 
year. There are many styles of box- 
ing and most of them are excellent. 
It has always seemed to me that a 
boxer should study his own peculiar 
abilities and endeavor to make the 
best use of them. When I began at the 
game I found myself taller, longer in 
the arms and rather qticker on my 
feet than most men, Next to hitting 
straight and hard I found quickness on 
the feet to be most wseful. There is 
no way to cultivate this so well as by 
boxing. Therefore I always box while 
in training. It is true that many 
authorities contend that a fighter risks 
hurting his hands by doing this. of 
course he does. But doesn’t he risk 
spraining a groin or a knee or an ankle 
when he runs, or walks, or plays hand- 

ll? 
mat is not necessary for him to hit 
with all his might while boxing with 
his training companions. An experi- 
enced fighter should be clever enough 
to box every day without spraining his 
‘wrist or damaging his knuckles. . What 
would be thought of a swordsman who 
trained for a contest without fencing? 
Nothing but boxing will bring a mans 
mind, eyes, hands, arms and legs into 
first-class trim for a contest in the 
ring. Let him be careful and he will 
be safe. 

It is quite as important for a fighter 
to avoid punishment as it is for him 
to punish the other fellow. Therefore 
let him cultivate the aLility to get in 
and out of hitting distance with all 
the rapidity possible. Now and then 
we hear of fellows who are “gluttons 
for punishment.”’ They ought not to be. 
In the game of pugilism one must take 
as well as give blows, but he is the 
best man who takes least and gives 
most. He who can can strike quickest 
ought to win, provided he can protect 
himself from counter or return blows. 
Very early in my career I found that 
I could get my punch in most rapidly 
by starting it m a “half-arm’’ posi- 
tion—that is, with the elbows not 
drawn back past the ribs. Suppose two 
men.are boxing. John Doe hits in the 
old style, drawing back his fist and 
launching it out with al his body 
weight behind it. Richard Roe, let us 
say, starts his blow without drawing 
back his fist. Whose blow should get 
there first? Certainly the one that has 
least distance to go. It is the blow 
that gets there first that does the bust- 
ness. I soon found that while this 
blow was very successful in reaching 
its mark there was not steam enough 
in it to suit. Undoubtedly there was 
some of the weight of the body behind 
it, for in boxing I stand’: with my feet 
closer together than most men and 
throw the body forward even in deliver- 
ing the short blow. 

How was that punch to be made 
heavier? I consulted a specialist—Prof. 
Attila—and showed him the way I hit. 


the muscles called into play. He de- 
cided that the thing to do was to de- 
velop the lower part of the forearm. 
Thereupon he told me to grasp a pair 
of dumbbells, turn the fists over so 
that the knuckles come foremost as 
they do in striking, press the elbows 
close to the ribs, then raise and lower 
the dumbbells as far as possible. Two 
minutes of that sort of thing was 
enough at first. By and by I could 
stand it for ten. That half-arm punch 
has grown at least 30 per cent. heavier 
than it used to be. 

I am constantly studying new tactics 
to worry an antagonist. That has a 
great effect upon him. Cut out the 
pace and make him feel that he has 
met his master. It helps you and it 
opresses him. 

Men in the fighting business study 
each other very thoroughly. In the 
trainingvat Mayport I had Creedon and 
Donaldson try as :of Mitchell’s 
tricks as possible. He was likely to 
try in-fighting. We-had lots of it—and 
plenty of wrestling. It is impossible, 
though, to plan out a battle step by 
step in advance. The fight with Mitch- 
ell was on an entirely different plan 
from the fight with Sullivan. The bat- 
tle with Jackson will be on still another 
scale, ..

ARIZONA’S TIMBER. 


Large Areas of the Territory in 
Unbroken Fogest, 


The Western Yellow Pine—The Cedar and 
the Fir—Mesquite as a Forage Plant— 
Cottonwood and Ash—Ihe 
Coal Supply. 


PHOENIX, March 5.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) In studying the resources 
of Arizona there is an important feature 
which has been overlooked because few 
reaiize the extent and value of its for- 
ests. The impression received by travel- 
ers crossing this Territory by railroad is 
that Arizona has very little timber—it 
appears to be mostly open plains with 
scarcely trees enough for fuel. But such 
an opinion is entirely erroneous and is 
gained by observation confined to a lim- 
ited area. Investigation will show that 
Arizona has some of the largest unbroken 
ferests in America. These are mostly on 
the northern plateaus and in the moun- 
tains and cover an area estimated at 20,- 
000 square miles. The most valuable of 
the timber trees are the Western yellow 
pine, which attains a good size and pro- 
duces a desirable quality of building ma- 
terial. Though not so soft and readily 
worked as the white pine of other timber 
districts it is strong and durable and 
serves all the requirements of a timber 
market. Its use thus far has been limited 
to the northern part of the Territory and 
sections of New Mexico accessible by rail- 
road, but with the completion of the rail- 
road between Phoenix and the Atlantic 
and Pacific system the central and south- 
ern districts of Arizona can be supplied 
with nearly all of the lumber required 
from its home forests, instead of depend- 
ing on California, Oregon and the Puget- 
sound country, and being compelled to 
bear the expense of long water and 
rail transportation. 

A conservative estimate places the tim- 
ber supply as sufficient for the practical 
purposes of the entire ‘lerritory during 
the next twenty-five years. 

Qn the’ slope of the San Francisco 
Mountains are forests of large, straight 
firs. In the same vicinity are poplars, 
covering an extensive area and of a de- 
sirable timber growth. 

Arizona hag few hardwood trees suit- 
able for timber. The native oaks are 
mostly small and of such a habit of 
growth as to be undesirable for manufac- 
ture into lumber. 

One of the most important trees native 
to Arizona is the mesquite, which is 
chiefly utilized for fuel, but when found 
of sufficient size makes a very valuable 
cabinet wood. It takes a high polish 
and has a beautiful grain. It may not be 
generally known that the mesquite pro- 
duces a food which is eagerly eaten’ by | 
cattle ana horses, and herds are’ some- 
times seen wandering over the barren 
plains with no other forage but the mes- 
quite leaves and pods, but on these they 
thrive and fatten. 

On the northern plateaus and mountain 
slopes are several species of cedar, some 
of which can be converted into timber 
of considerable value. The principal 
shade trees planted and grown by irriga- 
tion are the cottonwood and ash. he 
cottonwood grows most rapidly, but for 
permanent shade the ash is much pre- 
ferred because of its cleanliness and 
natural beauty. The pepper trees. so 
commonly grown for shade in California 
do not thrive and the eucalyptus has not 
met with any favor by tree-planters in 
the arid districts of Arizona. 

In connection with the subject of tim- 
per and fuel, that of coal is pertinent, 
and Arizona has coal fleids of great ex- 
tent and good quality, in the northeast- 
ern part of the Territory particularly. 
All that is needed to render this re- 
source available is railroad transporta- 
tion. One of the plans proposed, as fol- 
lowing the completion of the Santa Fe, 
Prescott and Phoenix Railroad, is to 
open up these coal deposits and give 
Central and Northern Arizona 2 cheap 
coal supply. It is among the possibili- 
ties of the future and is only, another 
flactor the general aggregation of 
raw material to be utilized in :the .de- 
velopment of ‘this commonwealth of the 
future. 
A subject worthy of more than | a 
ing -consideration is the matter of In- 
dian reservations in Central and Western 
Arizona. Here are extensive tracts of

because a part of an unreclaimed Indian 
reservation. e Indians, if allotted what 
would be ample for their support, could 
not use one-tenth of the area reserved 
for them, and open to reclamation. Give 
them land enough to make good-sized 
farms, and still there would be thousands 
of acres open to enterprising settlers 
w will occupy, reclaim and cultivate 
it if given the opportunity. Much of this 
land is directly under irrigating canal 
systems, with ampie water-rights, but it 
remai dry and barren because. the In- 
dian has no use for it and the white set- 
tler cannot reclaim it. If there could 
be a little attention given this subject 
by the General Land (fice it m'‘ght req, 
sult in benefit to a barre numbe! who 
wish to secure homes on some of the 
broad acres of the public domain, and at 
the same time no injustice be done the 
red man, for whom this land has n 
set apart. A Httle agitation in this di- 
rection is opportune, and may result in 
general good to all concerned.

Passing as it is through the formative 
condition from territorial government to 
all the privileges and prerogatives of 
Statehood, Arizona very naturally has 
some politics. To define these-is about 
as difficult as to tell how Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration may stand on any question 
of national policy. 

Looking squarely at men and measures, 
Arizona has some promising political ma- 
terial. And what is decidedly suggestive 
is the fact that much of this material 
may be utilized to suit existing condi- 
tions. It is true that there are Repub- 
licans and Democrats here who are posi- 
tive and loyal in their convictions, but it 
is likewise true that there are politicians 
w resemble the Wilson bil are 
neither ‘‘fish, flesh They be- 
lieve in those measures which suit their 
own particular preferment, and they are 
not inclined to indorse anything . else 
Such politicians may called ‘“‘half- 
breeds,”’ a their influence, like their 
code of political law, is divided and un- 
certain. Fortunately for this Territory, 
with its prospects for attaining a splen- 
did Stateh , the better elements of 
the two leading political parties seem to 
hold the balance of power in their re- 
spective spheres of action. Those 

are in the fight for revenue and office 
only have but a temporary lease of po- 
litical existence. When brought to a de- 
cisive issue as between the Democrats 
and Republicans, it will be found that 
both are awake to the cardinal principles 
of their party,. and supremacy will be 
determined on fthe-strict lines of relative 
power and devotion to what seems best 
calculated to advance the general wel- 
fare of the State or Territory. 

Just now the Democrats have a little 
local fight on their hands which does not 
promise any particular partisan advance- 
ment. It may, be fun for the fellows who 
are participating but coolly viewed by an 
outside witness it looks like a policy 
that is decidedly detrimental to the as- 
sertion of Democratic supremacy, the end 
which seems above all else desirable, at 
this time, in inviting the support of Con- 
gress and the national administration to 
admitting the Territory to Statehood. 

There are a large number of thinking 
citizens who believe that party considera- 
tions should be made secondary and the 
material interests of the Territory be 
held uppermost. This surely is good sense 
and in the end is likely to prove good 

olitics. When once a State Arizona 

as the elements of prosperity and the 
patriotic action of her citizens will be 
such as to make the advancement of ma- 
terial interests of far higher and more 
vital importance than anything else. 
Which party may rule first will be of less 
céfsequence than the material welfare of 
the greatest number and the highest de- 
velopment of existing resources. These 
observations are ed on a careful re- 
view of the situation and will prove by

TO SUCCEED THE KEARSARGE. 


Two Plans Proposed fer Light Ships for the 
Navy. 

(Washington Star:) In the wreck of 
the Kearsarge the Navy and State de- 
have sustained a severe loss. 

t was one of the valuable points of the 
old wooder cruisers that they could be 
put into condition for service in a very 
short time, as the materials for repairs 
could be found at any navy-yard or any 
gts even in a foreign country. This 
s not true of the more complicated steel 
ships, with their extensive machinery, 
‘requiring a high grade of expert skit 
to repair. So, even in late years, when- 
ever a vessel was wanted in great haste 
the wooden ships were cailed into service. 
Already there is talk at the Navy De- 
partment about supplying the Kear- 
sarge’s place and several projects have 
been broached that may find their way 
to Congress. 

One contemplates the construction of a 
magnificent battleship worthy to perpetu- 
ate the name of the Kearsarge on naval 
lists. Another project is to bulld two or 
three light-draught, steel gunboats about 
the size of the Petrel, now doing Valuable 
service in Chinese waters. Two of these 
vessels could be built for about 000 
and if they were stationed in the Guif 
of Mexico, at Mobile or Galveston, they 
would be of inestimable value to. United 
States commercial interests, as they could 
be sent to any Central American port tin 
a day or two, and from tbeir small size 
would be very economical to maintain. 
From their Heht draught they would 
also be able to reach many points that 
are inaccessible to our larger cruisers.

WALKED OUT OF JAIL. 


Another Escape from the City 
Prison. 


A Prisoner Changed His Name and Clothing 
and Passed Out of the Front 
Door—No Trace of the 
Fugitive. 


. John Mace and George mawarde are 
two young men of ‘the extremely 
“smooth” fype, who were supposed to 
appear béfdre Justice Seaman yesterday 
afternoon to answer to the charge of 
larceny, they -having been arrested 
Wednesday by Officers Steele and Rich- 
ardson while in the act of stealing a 
quantity of clothing from a store on 
Main street. Before the hour of court, 
however, Edwards was a free man, he 
having walked out of the City Prison 
at 10:30 o'clock by simply answering 
to the name of John Hennessy, the 
last-named individual having just fin- 
ished serving a short sentence for be- 
ing drunk. Upon the representations 
of Edwards, who was quite certain of 
receiving a heavy sentence, the other 
agreed to an exchange of names and 
clothing in the presumption that when 
the mistake was discovered, he, too, 
would be set at liberty. As it is, how- 
ever, Hennessy is likely to find that he 
has put his foot in it, as it a much 
more serious thing to aid a criminal 
to escape than to merely get drunk or 
even steal a suit of clothes as did 
Edwards. 

The latter’s pal, Mace, pleaded guilty 
and was sent to the chain gang for 150 
days, it being further shown that he 
had already served some time and made 
one escape from the officers in charge 
of the working party on the First-street 


cut. 

Edwards had not been recaptured last 
evening but the officers are confident 
that he will be found in a day or two. 

The jailer in chafge of the City 
Prison at the time of the escape, natur- 
ally feels considerably cut up over the 
affair, although in fact it was through 
no particular fault of his that it oc- 
curred. There are always a number of 
prisoners in the jail whose names he 
does not know, and some of whom 
may closely resemble each other. It is 
then quite easy for two men to make a 
transformation with the result as yes- 
terday, one going free and the other 
remaining a monument to his own 
stupidity and the shrewdness of his 
friend, the one who escapes,
